The idea of race superiority was not admitted for a moment, 
and the Conference indicated its belief that the basis of race prejudice is 
economic. In lands where races live side by side, participation by all in 
racial intermingling for social, cultural, and religious fellowship was de¬ 
clared to be the natural expression of Christianity, and was welcomed as a 
step toward world-wide understanding.

Canadian Grown Bulbs Replacing 
Importations From Holland 

Canadian bulbs are rapidly displac¬ 
ing Holland grown stock, and the 
reason for this is apparent. British 
Columbia grown bulbs have been test¬ 
ed in every province of the Dominion 
on the experimental farms, and in 
practically every case the verdict was 
“as good” and in some cases, “bet¬ 
ter” than imported bulbs. 

These results are fully outlined in 
Bulletin No. 95 “Some Flowering 
Bulbs,” which may be had on applica¬ 
tion to the Publications Branch, De¬ 
partment of Agriculture, Ottaw’a. 

Tulips, narcisses, hyacinth, crocus 
etc., are bulbs that are planted in the 
fall, and whether for the garden or 
the house orders should be placed im¬ 
mediately. The bulletin referred to 
gives suggestions and advice on soil, 
fertilizers, culture, etc., and^n addi¬ 
tion, lists the best varieties by color. 
The results of experiments are also 
given. A chapter on common bulb 
diseases completes a very excellent 
bulletin, which also contains many 
illustrations including a colored plate 
of Darwin tulips.

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Renunciation of war is symbolized 
by tho Canadiun-American border, 
soys tho Washington Post, in an edit¬ 
orial commenting on Premier Mac¬ 
kenzie King s speech, at Geneva. 

"All the argumentfl for peace find 
support, all the objections to tho 
world peace treaty are reduced to un 
convincing postulate, by the relations 
which have existed between tlie two 
countries for more than a hundred 
years. The old Rush-Bagot treaty 
lias amply sufficed for the ends of 
amity. The international joint com¬ 
mission is the agency for the settle¬ 
ment of the ends at issue, and it al¬ 
ways finds support for its judg¬ 
ments.”

Canadian-American peace has been

| have time and again altered the face 
I of Europe. This is an old story to 
Americans and Canadians, but it had 
a strange sound to many of the repre¬ 
sentatives of the war-wearied states 
The psychology of peace, which has 
been the basis of permanent good¬ 
will between Canada and the United 
States and which has conduced to 
bring prosperity, can be obtained by 
all nations, if they will make a habit 
| of renouncing war. This will remove 
the fear of war, and with fear elim¬ 
inated, armaments can be reduced 
and abolished."

It is ready for harvest¬ 
ing any time after the pods have de¬ 
veloped until the leaves begin to turn 
yellow. G. P. McRostie, the head of 
the Forage Crops Division, says that 
the best time to cut is when the pods 
nrc well tilled, for at this stage the 
highest yield and best quality is ob¬ 
tained.

swath for about a day or until the 
leaves are thoroughly wilted. The 
practice in this respect is about tho 
same as with clover. When wilted 
it is raked into windrows where it 
is allowed to cure. After two or 
three days, if the weather has been 
favorable, it should be put into small 
cocks for further curing and drying. 
Thorough curing is needed to prevent 
spoiling in tho mow. The hauling 
and handling requires to be careful¬ 
ly done in order to preserve tho 
leaves, which are the most valuable 
part of the feed, as much as possible.

The Control Of Pests 


Canada’s Platinum Production 
Canada is the third largest pro¬ 
ducer of platinum among the coun¬ 
tries of the world, Russia and Colom¬ 
bia.

Last 
year Canada produced 11,228 fine 
ounces of platinum valued at $717,- 
613. 


Measures To Be Taken To Overcome 
Pests In Field and Garden 

The greatest menace to agricultuie. 
is the large number of insect pests, 
which with very little encouragement 
spread at an alarming rate. These 
are particularly prevalent and per¬ 
sistent in gardens, and unless con¬ 
trol measures are instituted soon 
make crops of vegetables and flow¬ 
ers a total loss. 

Injurious insects may be divided, 
roughly into two classes, by the na¬ 
ture of their mouth parts, "biting” 
insects which bite and chew their 
food, such as cut worm, leaf eating 
beetles, etc., and "sucking" insects 
which suck up their food by means 
of their beaks, such as aphids, tho 
tree bugs, tho scale insects, etc. For 
the first a stomach poison is neces¬ 
sary and for the second a contact in¬ 
secticide. 

"Insects of the Flower Garden and 
Their Control,” is a new bulletin of 
the Department of Agriculture, No. 
99, new* series. This may be had on 
application to the Publications 
Branch, Department of Agriculture, 
Ottawa, and in it will be found a very 
full treatise on the cultural practices 
for the control of insects, also the 
formulae for insecticides and the way 
to apply them. Arthur Gibson, Do¬ 
minion Entomologist, has covered tho 
control of destructive insects in a 
add complete manner in this 
ind the work is fully illus-

The "barren lands” of the far 
north were explored recently by a 
party of three men in a super-Uni- 
versal Fokker monoplane of the 
Western Canada Airways. The four- 
tliousand-mile journey took twelve 
days. 

The route taken was from Winni¬ 
peg north to Churchill and Chester¬ 
field Inlet, across the Baker Lake 
barren lands to Fort Smith, Wallace 
Lake. Reindeer Lake, Cold Lake, and 
return to Winnipeg. 

The trip revealed that so-called bar¬ 
ren land territory Is composed of slx- 
ty-per cent, lakes, the explorers stat¬ 
ed, and the remainder is barren rock 
and tangled vegetation. 

Not a sign of life could be seen as 
the ’plane winged from Chesterfield 
Inlet nearly 1,500 miles north to 
Baker Lake, at which point a few 
trappers, priests and Eskimos live 
the year round.

Historically speaking the Glasgow 
Town Hall is a comparatively recent 
building in the Venetian Renaissance 
style, and the hall in which we were 
entertained is lofty, airy and in its 
sheer spaciousness magnificent. Three 
beautiful wall paintings command at¬ 
tention. one depicting the legend of 
King Roderick and St. Mungo, the 
representation of which is still part 
of the City’s coat of arms; a second 
a Glasgow scene of the Middle Ages, 
and it was interesting to note that 
in this scene was portrayed a Clydes¬ 
dale. although the period covered is 
about 1500. The third is the Lusi¬ 
tania on the stocks of the Clyjlc be¬ 
fore her completion. For all its com¬ 
parative modernity, the banqueting 
hall can boast a history. Queen Vic¬ 
toria. King Edward, Queen Alexan¬ 
dra, King George, Queen Mary, and 
the Prince of Wales have dined in it. 
Every Prime Minister of Great Bri¬ 
tain since 1889 has been the guest of 
the City there; and in July, 1914, 
three weeks before the war, the Ger¬ 
man burgomasters dined there after 
visiting the shipping centres of Eng¬ 
land and Scotland. Only two toasts 
were honored, “The King” and ' The 
Kaiser,” and the German and British 
National Anthems were sung. Soon 
after the burgomasters were hurry¬ 
ing home, their trip cut short by the 
outbreak of the Great War. 

Sir David Mason and the Corpora¬ 
tion entertained us in characteristic 
Scottish style. The haggis was piped 
in to the tune of "Happy We've Been 
a' the Gither” by the City of Glasgow 
Police Band, at the end of which cere¬ 
mony the chairman proffered Pipe 
Major Gray the time-honored refresh¬ 
ment, acknowledgement by the Pipe 
Major with the traditional response, 
"Thanks and a health to you” spoken 
in Gaelic. 

A little secret history attaches to 
the fine new leopard skin which wa*» 
worn by the Pipe Major for the first 
time and in our honor. It appeared 
that circumstances had compelled the 
Corporation to wield the economy 
axe, and in doing so, they had decided 
to cut out one pair of trousers from 
tlie annual outfit of uniformed city 
officers. It was proposed to spend 
twenty guineas on a leopard skin for 
the Pipe Major, but this would hardly 
have done in view of the incident of 
the trousers. Happily, however, the 
difficulty was overcome by a public- 
spirited citizen who presented the 
City with a properly mounted skin. 

There avere two musical programs. 
Gaelic airs, marches, strathspeys and 
reels by the pipe band and selections 
by the City of Glasgow Police Orches¬ 
tra who honored us by playing Cana¬ 
dian songs and dances. Glasgow' in¬ 
deed entertained us royally. 

We spent our afternoon watching 
a football match as guests of the 
Corporation and thoroughly enjoyed 
the experience. 

The European part of our official 
programme was now ended, but there 
was one unscheduled event for which 
the party was responsible. Wc had 
almost completed a wonderful tour. 
We had seen more in thirty-two days 
than perhaps any party of the same 
size had ever seen. Doors, for which 
money was no key, had been thrown 
open to us. Privileges jealously 
guarded and keenly sought had been 
freely accorded to the Canadian 
Farmers* Party, and the hearts of 
both high and low' had been opened 
as well as doors. Throughout we had

Regina.- Following up the recent

The propaganda 
1 was motivated by tlie desire of cer¬ 
tain interests in the old country to 
solve a political problem and encour¬ 
aged by persons in Canada who want- 
I ed to Hood the labor market and pro¬ 
vide ten men for every job. 

As an instance of the working of 
the scheme, the speaker said that 
advertisements in England were tel¬ 
ling the people that coal miners were 
wanted in Canada at high wages 
j when as a matter of fact there wasj 


“It’s a lie,” declared Mr. Hcenan, 
"to say that the Britisn unemploy¬ 
ed don’t want to work and that they 
are content to subsist on the dole. 
They want to work and so the false 
reports of lots of work and high 
wages in Cunada arc eagerly receiv¬ 
ed. 

"Canada ought to have something 
to say about this,” he continued. 
"Canada ought to he past the stage 
where we can take up a paper and 
read calmly that a British magis¬ 
trate has allowed a man convicted 
of a crime to go on suspended sen¬ 
tence if he migrates to Canada.” 

The Labor minister defended the 
movement of British miners to Can¬ 
ada for harvest labor, and pointed 
out that it was separate from Im¬ 
migration policy generally. 

"We knew we could get men in 
other parts of the world," he said, 
“but the British government offered 
us 26,000 men, accustomed to hard 
manual work, and why should we 
turn down our own flesh and blood?
